A neutral traveller who reached the Hague today from Ber- 


lin said that there was intense anxiety in the German capital and 
that the German people for the first time openly declared that 
they feel Germany is Cefeated. 


Such a retreat as hinted in the Zeitnng would mean the re- 


tiremmt from practically all of the occupied French territory and 
part of Belgium. The Meuse river flows through Liege and 
crosses the border into Holland. 


Military leaders are contemplating a drive on Austria in the 


belief that this would cause a widespread revolution in the dual 
monarchy. Turkey and Bulgaria are no longer considered to be 
of any important military figure. 


Conditions are better in Russia. The Soviet is preparing to

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ALLIED LEADERS VERY OPT 


(Br United finmt 
One of the greatest artillery duels of the war was raging off 


the Vesle river line today while the Germans doggedly contested 
Allied infantry north of the river. Franco-Americans were ap- 
parently preparing to launch a series of fresh assaults against 
the enemy. 


*The French statement declared the German counter attacks 


were futile. It also reported a French advance along the Avre 
river'in the region of Montdidier on a front of 3 miles.. .American 
force on the Vesle were busy gathering up their tremendous spoils 
of the victory*. 


So far the Allies have taken thousands of guns, including 


hundreds of machine guns and millions of shells since July 15, 
according to a compilation announced in London. German losses 
were placed at more than 300,000 of which 75,000 "will never 
light again". 


Three German airplanes which attempted a raid over Eng- 


land w0r« unsuccessful. 


A leading German newspaper published in Berlin hinted that 


the German army would probably cross the Meuse river. 


A neutral traveller who reached the Hague today from Ber- 


lin said that there was intense anxiety in the German capital and 
that the German people for the first time openly declared that 
they feel Germany is defeated. 


Such a retreat as hinted in the Zeitung would mean the re- 


tirement from practically all of the occupied French territory and 
part of Belgium. The Meuse river flows through Liege and 
crufiaes the border into Holland. 


Military leaders are contemplating a drive on Austria in the 


belief that this would cause a widespread revolution in the dual 
monarchy. Turkey and Bulgaria are no longer considered to be 
of any important military figure. 


Conditions are better in Russia. The Soviet is preparing to 


reconstruct th« Russian army and place them against the Ger- 
mans. Her people feel that victory will soon be in the grasp of 
the Allies. 


Reports from the western front today show unanimity of' 


i'eehng among Allied military leaders that Germany's offensive 
power has been completely smashed. Germany must now and 
probably henceforth fight along almost entirely defensive lines on 
a shortened front. 


Despite tht! effort of Teutonic leaders to get workers from 


Austria and Russia for German industries so as to release their 
men for fighting American armies of fresh eager troops will con- 
tinue to arrive in such numbers as to make Germany's best hope 
a slim one. If von Hindenburg attempts an offensive in autumn 
he will stake everything on its success, it is now believed. 


There is a feeling among the Allies that next year will see 


the end of thegreat war. Even in Washington there is unmistak- 
able feeling th*;t Germany must reckon with her people. That 
the Kaiser's method of meeting the situation at home will be at 
digging in on a strong defensive warfare by the military while 
his diplomats will make a new and attractive peace offer, officials 
believe.

The Austrians, apparently unable to launch an offensive of 


any magnitude, are resorting to such frightfulness against the 
captive Italians that would rival the brutality of their German 
ivi.r lords in Belgium. Austrian airplanes dropped bombs on a 
prison camp, killing more than 1,000 Italians. Austrians raided 
Italian homes back of the lines at Ordeso, killing the men and kid- 
napping the women and children. One young woman was brutal- 
ly outraged when she was unable to obey orders because of a 
broken leg. 


Latest advices on the sinking of the British hospital ship 


Wavilda by a submarine said that several wounded women, mem- 
bors of the Woman's Auxiliary Corps, were among the missing.

were futile. It also reported a French advance along the Avre 
river in the region of Montdidier on a front of 3 miles.. .American 
force on the Vesle were busy gathering up their tremendous spoils 
of the victory.

So far th* Allies have taken thousands of guns, including 


hundreds of machine guns and millions of shells since July 15, 
according to a compilation announced in London. German losses 
were placed at more than 300,000 of which 75,000 "will never 
light again". 
Three German airplanes which attempted a raid over Eng- 


laad were unsuccessful. 
4 leading German newspaper published in Berlin hinted that 


the German army would probably cross the Meuse river. 


A neutral traveller who reached the Hague today from Ber- 


lin said that there was intense anxiety in the German capital and 
that the German people for the first time openly declared that 
they feel Germany is Cefeated. 


Such a retreat as hinted in the Zeitnng would mean the re- 


tiremmt from practically all of the occupied French territory and 
part of Belgium. The Meuse river flows through Liege and 
crosses the border into Holland. 


Military leaders are contemplating a drive on Austria in the 


belief that this would cause a widespread revolution in the dual 
monarchy. Turkey and Bulgaria are no longer considered to be 
of any important military figure. 


Conditions are better in Russia. The Soviet is preparing to 


reconstruct the Russian army and place them against the Ger- 
mans. Her people feel that victory will soon be in the grasp of

DUEL RAGES ON VE 
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ALLIED LEADERS VERY OPT 


(Br United finmt 
One of the greatest artillery duels of the war was raging off 


the Vesle river line today while the Germans doggedly contested 
Allied infantry north of the river. Franco-Americans were ap- 
parently preparing to launch a series of fresh assaults against 
the enemy. 


*The French statement declared the German counter attacks 


were futile. It also reported a French advance along the Avre 
river'in the region of Montdidier on a front of 3 miles.. .American 
force on the Vesle were busy gathering up their tremendous spoils 
of the victory*. 


So far the Allies have taken thousands of guns, including 


hundreds of machine guns and millions of shells since July 15, 
according to a compilation announced in London. German losses 
were placed at more than 300,000 of which 75,000 "will never 
light again". 


Three German airplanes which attempted a raid over Eng- 


land w0r« unsuccessful. 


A leading German newspaper published in Berlin hinted that 


the German army would probably cross the Meuse river. 


A neutral traveller who reached the Hague today from Ber- 


lin said that there was intense anxiety in the German capital and 
that the German people for the first time openly declared that 
they feel Germany is defeated. 


Such a retreat as hinted in the Zeitung would mean the re- 


tirement from practically all of the occupied French territory and 
part of Belgium. The Meuse river flows through Liege and 
crufiaes the border into Holland. 


Military leaders are contemplating a drive on Austria in the 


belief that this would cause a widespread revolution in the dual 
monarchy. Turkey and Bulgaria are no longer considered to be 
of any important military figure. 


Conditions are better in Russia. The Soviet is preparing to 


reconstruct th« Russian army and place them against the Ger- 
mans. Her people feel that victory will soon be in the grasp of 
the Allies. 


Reports from the western front today show unanimity of' 


i'eehng among Allied military leaders that Germany's offensive 
power has been completely smashed. Germany must now and 
probably henceforth fight along almost entirely defensive lines on 
a shortened front. 


Despite tht! effort of Teutonic leaders to get workers from 


Austria and Russia for German industries so as to release their 
men for fighting American armies of fresh eager troops will con- 
tinue to arrive in such numbers as to make Germany's best hope 
a slim one. If von Hindenburg attempts an offensive in autumn 
he will stake everything on its success, it is now believed. 


There is a feeling among the Allies that next year will see 


the end of thegreat war. Even in Washington there is unmistak- 
able feeling th*;t Germany must reckon with her people. That 
the Kaiser's method of meeting the situation at home will be at 
digging in on a strong defensive warfare by the military while 
his diplomats will make a new and attractive peace offer, officials 
believe.

The Austrians, apparently unable to launch an offensive of 


any magnitude, are resorting to such frightfulness against the 
captive Italians that would rival the brutality of their German 
ivi.r lords in Belgium. Austrian airplanes dropped bombs on a 
prison camp, killing more than 1,000 Italians. Austrians raided 
Italian homes back of the lines at Ordeso, killing the men and kid- 
napping the women and children. One young woman was brutal- 
ly outraged when she was unable to obey orders because of a 
broken leg. 


Latest advices on the sinking of the British hospital ship 


Wavilda by a submarine said that several wounded women, mem- 
bors of the Woman's Auxiliary Corps, were among the missing.
